1. Authority for Study

Assembly Resolution 12, introduced by the Assembly
Committee on Labor, directed the Assembly Committee on
Labor to study the prohibition of strikes by municipal em-
ployees and to conduct public hearings in order to afford the
public an opportunity to express their views on the matter.
The committee then approved, pursuant to the resolution
and with the consent of the speaker, the following public
hearings throughout the state soliciting the views of the
public on the question of prohibition of strikes by municipal
employees:

Milwaukee State Office Building March 28, 1967
Appleton Court House Annex March 29, 1967
Eau Claire FEau Claire State University March 30, 1967
Madison State Capitol March 81, 1967

2. Scope of Study

In the recent past several strikes were called by munici-
pal employee unions which were in violation of the intent
of the laws of the state of Wisconsin prohibiting strikes by
municipal employees. (Sec. 111.70, Wis. Stats., 1965). This
raises the question of possible inadequacies with the exist-
ing legislation and mediation procedures. Such strikes could
endanger the health and welfare of the public in those areas
affected.
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In January, 1966, the Milwaukee city sewage commission
requested the governor to call a conference on the need to
revise the existing statutes to prevent actions by municipal
unions which could endanger the public health, safety and
welfare.

In February, 1966, such a conference, as requested was
held with the governor and the Wisconsin employment re-
lations board being present. Following this conference, the
governor appointed a special consultant on strikes in public
employment.

In November, 1966, the special consultant held his first
hearing on the question, which hearing did not afford cer-
tain interested groups the opportunity to express their
views.

In February, 1967, a second hearing was held by the
governor’s special consultant with only a few individuals
present to represent the public interest.

As a result, the Wisconsin Assembly assigned the Com-
mittee on Labor to conduct public hearings on the question
and to study the situation and report their findings and
suggested legislation to the Assembly by May, 1967. The
committee opened their study by holding four public hear-
ings in different parts of the state. The Assembly felt it
was necessary to take the public hearings to the people to
obtain the broadest representation of views and the great-
est possible participation in the hearings.

The committee concerned itself with the questions raised
and areas described in the reference questionnaire described
below.

3. Reference Questionnaire

Chairman Soik requested that those appearing limit their
remarks to the questions listed in the questionnaire which
was distributed. The purpose of the questionnaire was to
define the scope and direction of the hearings. It was not
intended to provide tabulated responses as the questions did
not permit a “yes” or “no” type response, The questions
were:

1. How can strikes be prevented, and if they occur, be
speedily terminated?

2. If the law is broken and a strike occurs, what sanctions
should be imposed, if any?

—fines on union

—strike damage recovery
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—terminate check off

—discharge employees

—demote employees

—other

—fines on employees

—union decertification

—suspend employees

—reduce service credits of employees

—A municipality may not waive any rights or remedies
it may have

3. How can the public be kept fully informed on the prog-
ress and results of the negotiations?

4. Should qualified local citizens be encouraged to offer
their services to mediate disputes and to fact find agree-
ments?

5. How can the public be protected from arbitrary action
by either the municipality or the union?

6. How can the benefits of civil service, the benefits of
fire and police commissions, and the municipal budgeting
procedure as spelled out in the statutes, be preserved?

7. How can municipal employees be protected from over-
frugal municipalities?

8. How can local taxpayers be protected from over-zealous
municipal labor organizations or municipalities ?

4. Public Hearings

The hearings were well attended. Representatives of
municipalities, governmental units, unions, taxpayers asso-
ciations and citizens appeared and presented their views for
the benefit of the committee, In addition, those present also
completed questionnaires which further solicited views on
particular points to be considered. Members of the commit-
tee found the views expressed to be informative and of great
help to the committee members in their deliberations,

A greatly detailed report of the hearings and copy of the
questionnaire has been compiled and has been filed with the
original report. It is available for interested legislators in
the office of the Legislative Council, Earl Sachse, Executive
Secretary.

5. Proposed Legislation

The Committee on Labor introduced Assembly Bill 769 by
request of Assemblyman Soik, Chairman, relating to strikes
by municipal employees, as a result of the hearings.
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
